OP. Re WRITRS. 
OFF INTEREST 


Good news for C. P. R. land con- 
tract holders comes from Montreal 
in the announcement that interest 
for 1931 has been written off. The 
c. P. R. has taken this step to aid 
the farmers who-are in financial dif- 
ficulties and unable to meet their 
obligation. 

The measure further provides for 
writing off of a second year’s inter- 
est on condition that during 1932 at 
least one year’s taxes are paid in 
full and payment of the equivalent 
of one instalment of principal and 
interest. The company offers fur- 
ther to give credit of one additional 
dollar for each dollar paid in re- 
duction of arrears of interest. Pro- 
vision is also made for a one-third 
crop payment plan in lieu of the 
equivalent of one principal and in- 
terest. 

Cancellation of 1931 interest, can- 
cellation of 1932 interest if, during 
1932, an annual payment with inter- 
est is made, and provision for pay- 
ment On a crop share basis, should 
bring some measure of relief to the 
financially harassed C P. R. land 
contract holder. 

During the past year The Bassano 
Mail, from time to time, has stressed 
the need of readjustment in the 
Canadian Pacific Railway's land 
policy, pointing out the heavy finan- 
cial burden carried by the contract 
holder, and emphasizing the need of 
some measure of relief if he was to 
carry on. The company’s recent 


move in this direction bears out the! 


justice of our fight for the farmer, 
and the soundness of our claims. 

The Mail is pleased to learn that 
the C. P. R. now realizes something 
must ‘be done to help the farmers on 
their land, and that the company is 
adopting measures to give financial 
relief. 

As the complete details of the plan 
bave not yet been received we are 
not prepared to say to what extent 
it will effect the contract holder, or 
how far it will affect his future plan, 

The company has been somewhat 
tardy in taking steps to relieve the 
contract holdérs' financial distress, 
but we have, however, faith in the 
company’s desire to put their land 
contracts on a sound, workable basis 

Whether their recently announced 
measures will bring about that de- 
sired result remains to be seen, but 
it is a step in the right direction.
